"Breakthrough in ferroelectric single crystals for optical applications control of non-stoichiometric defects", Oyo Butsuri, Vol 69(5) pp. 511- 
517 (2000) provided by the applicant ands the examiner make this reference of record. In determining the composition of the LN of the 
prior art and maintaining the positino that it is withinthe scope of coverage sought, the examiner notes that the composition is 
stoichiometric and that when the crystal is grown, it is colorless and grown in a - 1% oxygen in nitrogenatmosphere, which has a similar 
oxygen content to the 0.5% oxygen in nitrogen used in the instant application [0044], Further, the growth rates are identical and the 
rotational rates comparable 4 RPM vs 5RPM). The annealsing process is carried out for the same period in the prior art and the instant 
application and have similar temperatures. Based upon this the examiner has reasons to believe that the hydrogen content of the prior art 
LN crystal will be similar to that formed in by the process described in the instant application and assumed to be bounded by the limitation 
of the claims (ie the recited property is inherent to the LN crystal produced by Furukawa et al.). While Imbrock does not teach the 
composition, it is clearly relied upon to teach the use of LN in two color holographic processes and is not relied upon to teach the 
composition. The applicant di not address the isssue of claims 4 and 5 being limited to the recorded medium or embracing the 
unrecorded LN crystal as well. As with Imbrock, the Raklujic and Psaltis references are not relied upon to teach the composition, but are 
analogeous to Furukawa et al and Imbrock based upon these ail being withun the holographic arts. The rejection stand. . 
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
